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Abstract: Second contribution to the knowledge of the Pterygota fauna of Bahcesaray (Van 
Province, East Turkey). Cesa News 126: 1-11, 1 fig. 

This paper deals with the annotated faunistical list of 295 species of 57 families of 14 pterygota 
orders in Bahcesaray district of Van Province (East Turkey). 
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Recently, a list of 146 species in the first contribution on the pterygota fauna of the district 
Bahcesaray (Van Province, East Turkey) was published by the authors (Kemal & Kogak, 2016). In 
late May and early June of 2016, the authors realized two short excursions to various places of the 
district for the purpose of observing and collecting by day, and also collecting nocturnal pterygots 
by using light trap (Kogak, 2010). See to previous paper for the collecting localities (Kemal & 
Kogak, 2016). The third contribution will be published in autumn. 

In the present paper, totally 295 species of 57 families of 14 pterygot orders are listed 
alphabetically. At present, there are more than 150 species from the district, to be identified. 

New species to Bahgesaray district are marked with New species to Van Province are 
marked with All the taxa listed below were identified by the authors.
